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IN  offering  this  Roll  of  Service  and  Honour  to  the 
Shirburnian  brotherhood  I  desire  first  to  thank  all 
those  who  have  supplied  me  with  names  and  infor- 
mation, whether  my  colleagues,  or  O.SS.,  parents  or  other 
friends.  Among  these  I  must  specially  mention  Mr.  C. 
E.  H.  Poole,  who  was  very  kindly  giving  much  time  to  my 
assistance,  when  military  service  called  him  away  to  the 
depot  of  the  Welsh  Regiment  at  Cardiff.  But  my  thanks, 
and  those  of  all  who  use  this  list,  are  chiefly  due  to  my 
Secretary,  Mr.  P.  A.  Baker,  who  has  worked  exceedingly 
hard  at  a  task  of  much  difficulty.  The  list  has  inevitably 
changed  with  Protean  rapidity  while  it  has  been  under 
our  hands  :  and  indeed,  if  it  was  to  be  issued  at  all 
during  the  war  itself,  it  was  bound  to  be,  at  any  date  of 
issue,  both  incorrect  and  incomplete.  Nobody,  I  think, 
who  reads  it,  will  regret  its  circulation  in  this  first 
edition  ;  everybody,  I  hope,  will  do  his  best  to  make  any 
subsequent  editions,  especially  the  final  edition  after  the 
war,  as  perfect  and  complete  as  possible.
